REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1898. 


Man’s highest ‘and first etheaers are to the Supreme 
Being, from whom he derives all benetits, his second duty he. 
owes to himself, his third he owes to his fellowmen, to make 
life a success; all three must be attended to ata proper time, 
and ina proper manner. The Church. and School, working 
in unison, and receiving that individual patronage and sup- 
port, due from every person, rich or poor, high or lows. are 
the two great auxiliaries for the well-being and happiness of 
every community. It becomes our duty to present to the 
town, our annual report of the progress and standing of our 
schools for the past year. It gives us great pleasure to be 
able to give a very favorable report of each of the three 
schools that have been sustained, the government and pro- 
gress in each, was plainly visible on examination day. Map 
' drawing and writing received a good share of ‘attention, and 
some good exhibits were shown. In the school at the north 
end of the town some fine examples showing the systematic. 
thoroughness with which mathematics had been taught were. 
placed on the blackboard. New textbooks on physiology,, 
history and bookkeeping had to be furnished this year in- 
creasing the expense for school supplies a little beyond that of | 
previous years. We are obliged to report one serious fault, 
and fear it must be placed to the credit of parents: lack of 
punctuality on the part of some of the pupils. It is.a great 
hindrance to their advancement in their studies. Female 
teachers have been employed in each school. Mrs. Mary 
Abbott two terms in Stoneham School, Miss Vernon Whelp- 
ley two terms in Hackett School, Miss Mary E..Colman and 
Miss Millicent Penney, each one term in Churchill School.
